Doer Leaf Weighs 800 Tons. 

First in importance came the ques- 
tion (<f doors lo tlie hariirar. Ka** loaf 
of the two doors, there l>eing two 
le avea te ■ deer, to auide op of 800 
tons of steel and corrugated asbestos. 
These leaves are supporte*! on con- 
crete tniiks wliirli in lurn rest on 
«iieels the size of those on a freight 
«er. The leaves are rolled apart by 
a snhnrsepower electric motor. If 
man-jiower were needed to open the 
doors, it is ostii.i^iKHl that 1,500 men 
would he called on. 

Kaval experts ealcoiate that the 
giant ^oors can be rolled wide open 
within 13 niintite* and the entire proc- 
ess of lioii^iiiiT ■'V.I' of the dirigibles 
Win consume approximately 40 min- 

Banning lengthwise fhrougli the 
hangar Is a railroad and three trolley 
slots technically licsi-ribed as docking 
rails. The dirigible about to enter the 
wHI he cab l e Ca atened to these 
which extend on a 1,500-foot run- 
way at elfher end, and gtlided to Its 
berth. 

Under the roof among a network of 
alari rcfters. five monorail cranes sup- 
'part movable platforms which enable 
wartcraen to repair an aircraft after it 
has dix'ke<l. These rafters are SO far 
*above the floor of the hangar that the
